Thad H. Brown, federal eommun- 
icaations commissioner. 
The underlying motive of the 
survey arose out of the desire of 
congress to promote greater safe­ 
ty of life and property at sea and 
on the inland w aterw ays of the 
county. 
Basis For Legislation 
The fact which led to the author­ 
ization of the present survey was 
the feeling of congress that it lack­ 
ed information on which to base 
intelligent legislation which would 
set up radio requirem ents necessa­ 
ry to the greater protection of life 
and property on the great lakes. 
Col. Brown, whom the commis­ 
sion has designated to be in full 
charge of the survey, is an Ohioan 
and was formerly secretary of state 
of Ohio. 
He is now in Cleveland 
activities. Thesurvey will be direct­ 
ed from the Cleveland office, which 
will he maintained throughout the 
duration «f the work.

The Sunlit Road

1 I ANCOGK county nm * was a 
I I part of Ohio county in the orig­ 
inal state of Virginia. 
The county 
was not formed until a few year* 
before the Civil war and early set­ 
tler* were required to go to Wells­ 
burg to vote. 
It was in 1790 that C'harl** Pray- 
thor purchasH<i 4S1 acres along the 
river near what is now Wellsburg. 
He paid HOO pounds, in Pennsylva­ 
nia currency 
He laid out the vil­ 
lage of Wellsburg, which h® called 
Charlestown. 
The Virginia legis­ 
lature in later years, changed the 
name to Wellsburg, in honor of 
Alexander 
Wells, 
son-in-law 
of 
Charles Praytber. 
Charles Prsvther and hij wife 
Ruth Pravther. were buried in the 
old Wellsburg cemetery. 
The for­ 
mer was horn in 1733 and w a s 77 
when he died Sept. 25. 1810. 
Mrs. 
Prayther was 75 when she died 
Oct. 7, 1807. 
Tablets mark the 
graves of these pioneers in the 
Brooke county s*at. 
rra y th c r built two houses on his 
farm. 
The first, no doubt, was a 
hurriedly-built 
structure, 
of 
logs. 
The second was a stone building 
which 
stood 
until 
1848. when it 
wa* torn down for a more modern 
building. 
Other pioneers occupy graves in 
this early cemetery. 
Among them 
was t apt. Oliver Brown, a Revolu­ 
tionary war veteran, born in Lex­ 
ington. 
Mass., 
in 
1752 
On 
his 
monument is the inscription that 
he 
stood in front of the first can­ 
non fired by the British on the 
Americans in the fray at Lexing­ 
ton'' and that 
he witnessed the 
Boston “te-i p*rty," and participat­ 
ed in the battle of Bunker Hill. He 
was one of tho party of Revolu­ 
tionary w ir veteran* who em igrat­ 
ed to the new- western country af­ 
ter the war. 
Ile died Feb. 17. 1S46, 
when he was 84. 
In th* sam e cem etery is Rev. Jo­ 
seph 
Doddridge, 
first 
Protestant 
Episcopal m in iste r in w estern Vir­ 
ginia and author of “Doddridge* 
Notes.” concerning the early his­ 
tory of the settlers. 
He died Nov. 
9, 1826, when he, wa* 57.

Medical attention will detect and 
offer the means of removing the 
abnormality. 
Like other chronic 
disorders, 
if this trouble is over­ 
looked and permitted to run on in­ 
definitely, it becomes difficult to 
remedy. 
Many Caus** 
T here are many causes of dys­ 
menorrhea. 
Anemia, diabetes, ne­ 
phritis, 
rheumatism, 
gout, 
heart 
disease 
and 
inflammation of the 
pelvic organs e re a few of the pos­ 
sible causes. 
In most instances it 
is the result merely of a spasmodic 
or congestive, local condition which 
is speedily overcome.
